Improvement or not, I fubmit to your Judgment) that 
the Chamber of Commerce confifts of Merchants, de- 

uted from the trading Towns of France. Thus each 

ember has Underftanding impreved by Experience, 
and the additional Advantage of a Council of Merchants 
in the Town he reprefents, from whom he receives 
early Notice of the Changings and Shiftings which 
frequently happen in the Channels of ‘Trade, and with 
whom he can confult upon Expedients propoted tor 
remedying Evils which are produced by foreign or 
native Caufes. In this Chamber, and fo I prefume at 
our Board of Trade, Matters relating to ‘rade, are 
fecretly and maturely weighed; and having thus the 
concurrent Advice of the trading Part of the Kingdom, 
they feldom fail of being carried into Execution, as 
far as they are confiftent with the Polity of the King- 
dom, to which, as you rightly obferve, Trade and 
Agriculture are always made fubfervient. 

Tue good Effects of this Method in France, might 
be fhewn in many remarkable Inftances ; but it is not 
my prefent Purpofe to enter into this Subject. I fhafl 
now only offer to your Confideration, whether fuch a 
Courfe of Proceeding, is not more likely to be attend- 
ed with Succefs, than when Matters neceflary to be ob- 
tained for the Enlargement of our Commerce with 
foreign Countries, are publifhed in Effays, whieh 
oftner open the Eyes of our Jealous Neighbours, -than 
they awaken our Minifters to a Senfe of what is for 
the Benefit of the Nation.

If this be 
your Opinion, then I perfuade myfelf you will readily 
agree, that the Board of Trade is a Place, where thele 
Affairs may be properly propofed, and fully deliberated 
on ; and whatever has their Approbation, comes more 
firongly recommended to the of thofe Minitters, 
who have Ability, and can never want Inclination to 
forward the true Intereft of their Country. 
I am fenfible what is here offered to your Confide- 
ration, will not be found agreeable to the Tafte of the 
Generality of our Countrymen, who are fond of pub- 
lifhing to the World, whatever they think of publick 
Ufe. From fuch Perfons I don’t appreliend any Re- 
buke, fince I am confident they will allow me the fame

Mirandola, and are battering it with 22 Cannon 
and 8 Mortars. This City, which lies about 23 
Miles N. from hence, and 26 S. E: ef Mantua, is 
pleafantly fituated, in 2 Country abounding with 
Corn and Wine, and the Inhabitants are both Cours 
teous and Brave. 

The Town, which ftands about 10 Miles S. of the 
Po, is {mall, but well fortified; and defended with 
a ftrong Caftle. The laft Duke put himfelf uncer the 
Proteétion of the Houfe of Bourbon, in the Beginning 
of the late War ;. but in 1701 the City received a Ger- 
man Gariion, till the Year 1705, when the French 
took it, after a long Blockade, and at lait a formal 
Siege, in which they were frequently annoyed by the 
Sallies of the Befieged ; and . 


the Imperialifts made {e- 
veral Attempts, tho’ in vain, to fuccour them. But 


the Freneh evacuated it to the Emperor if 1707, as 
well as the reft of the Towns in Lombardy, purfuant 
to a Treaty with Prince Eugene. 

The greateft Ornament of this Country was thé 
famous Johannes Picus Mirandulanus, whofe Life was 
penned by Sir Thomas More. 

How the City acquir’d fo wonderful a Name, we 
learn by a remarkable Story which is related by cood 
Authors, fuch as Fiantifcus, Leander, and Albatus, 
from whom it is alfo quoted by Mr. Lafiels at the End 
of one of his Voyages to Italy; where he fays, we 
mult not wonder if this true Story look like a Romance, 
a oe now A look like true Stories.
